returned to his pocket before leaving the store premises. 
While crossing .the Hale street 


bridge three-young men about eighteen or nineteen years of age approached him and askec 
Rhodes to direcHhem to the business section of the city. He stopped to tell them how 
to reach the centre of the city when one of the trio tripped him and caused him to fal 
to the ground: 
In falling the pocketbook containing the money dropped out of his 


pocket and the youths picked it up and'fled. 
He described them to the police as being 


about five feet and six inches tall and wore dark suits.

conference yesterday afternoon adopt- 
ed a strongly worded resolution call- 
Ing for International disarmament and 
the complete abolishment of war. This 
action was taken after a spirited con- 
troversy 
over 
the 
question 
as 
to 


whether 
the 
L*ague 
of 
Nations 


should be mentioned in the resolution. 


The conference finally 
decided 
to 


adopt a resolution which did not men- 
tion the league and to ask the busi- 
ness committee to frama a separate 
resolution dealing with tho league, 
vhlch will' be voted on later.. 


The resolution adopted says the con- 


ference, "speaking in the name and on 
jehalf of 32.000.000 followers, declared 
without hesitation or reservation Its 
belief In the absolute necessity for In- 
:ernallonal disarmament and the com- 
plete abolition of war." 


"Silting in the shadow of the most 


terrible conflict In human history, with 
ts unparalleled 
wastage 
of 
human 


life and property, and with its Inevit- 
able aftermath of human sorrow and 
ts burden of woe, we declare war nn 
unmitigated curse to humanity." the 
resolution continues. 


"On behalf of millions of youths who 


Buffered and died, on behalf of 
mil- 


Ions of homes broken by bereavement: 
n the name ot the silent. multitudes 
who will suffer, we Insist that our 
statesmen and leaders find a way lor 
the settlement of international 
differ- 


ences by other than arbitrament o£ 
arms. We repudiate the doctrine that 
war la a necessity. Justice, not force, 
must be the final arbiter of right. Dif- 
ferences must be settled by reason, not 
by human slaughter." 


"The resolution says that if there are 


those who refuse to listen to reason, 
"then let a way be found by which 
such Ishmaelltes may feel the collec- 
tive disapproval of the world." 


The conference, the resolution adds, 


advocates no plan, but it calls upon 
the authorities "to 
give 
themselves 


without reserve to the Christian task 
of finding a substitute for war."
